| received just such a note from Joey Marchese, 
from Union, New Jersey, and I'd like to share 
some of Joey’s comments with you... 


Dear Sid: Now that your column has become 
monthly, | thought this would be the right time for 
me to share with you my compliments and 
criticisms about the new Harvey Comics. Before | 
start, though, I’d like to congratulate you. | was 
reading your books when you edited at Marvel 
Comics, and I’m now reading the books that you 
edit at Harvey. You are a truly talented 
gentleman. 


(SJ: | told you he was intelligent! I’m only 
kidding! Thanks, Joey, but I’m not sure you knew 
that | was also the editor at Harvey before | went 
to Marvel. | handled most of the Richie, Casper, 
Hot Stuff, et al that Harvey published in the past. 
Now back to Joey...) 


Now about me. | read everything from 
Superman to Punisher to Hot Stuff. Simply put, | 
look at each genre in a different way, and 
Harveys are some of the best books in their 
particular genre. 


(SJ: | told you he was intelligent...and this time 
I'm not kidding!) 


Let me start off with my criticisms. Mainly, | wish 
that you would add credits to each story. | find it 
very annoying when | read a story with no 
credits. While | know of Ernie Colon, Stan Kay, 
Warren Kremer and others, | can’t identify their: 
work. 


(SJ: We're going to see if we can do something 
about listing credits, Joey. Some of the old work 
is hard to trace, but certainly Warren’s and 
Ernie's and Howie Post’s—and a host of other 
Harvey artists’-—work can be identified. It’s a 
disgrace that readers then and now don’t know 
the names of these great creators and can’t 


appreciate the work they did. It was the policy of 


the old Harvey owners NOT to give their names. 
Please take a look at books such as Saved By 
the Bell, Beetlejuice, Back to the Future and Litle 
Dracula. Today we proudly give credits to our 
creators. They deserve itl) 


Second, I'd like to see a more consistent line of 
books. I’d like each book to be on a fixed 
schedule so | always know when | can purchase 
them. I'd also like to see not more than two or 
three books per character, because they can get 
very confusing when it's time to purchase them. 


(SJ: We are trying our best to become consistent, 
Joey, but it’s not easy. It’s hard to tell what the 
public will buy, so we try different combinations 
till we get it right. As to putting out too many 
titles of a character, Richie is the only one right 
now with more than three. But don’t forget, years 
ago there were more than 30 Richie titles on the 
newsstands every two months!) 


Finally, how about a different letters column for 
each book? I’m as pleased as you are that 
younger children enjoy Harvey comics and write 
in, but what about a forum for readers like me? 


(SJ: | think you've just started our readers forum 
page, Joey! You can all write in to me. It's been 
great fun answering your letter for every one of 
our readers, and | look forward to more such 
mail from more of you.)
